THE  TRAINING  INSTITUTION  EOR  NURSES  EOR  HOSPITALS, 

FAMILIES,  AND  THE  POOR, 


June ,  1850. 

The  Council  have  much  pleasure  in  laying  before  the 
Governors  and  Subscribers  the  following  account  of  their 
proceedings  during  the  past  year,  together  with  the  views 
which  they  entertain  as  to  the  present  state  and  prospects 
of  the  Institution. 

They  have  endeavoured  (and  they  trust  with  good 
promise  of  success)  to  commence  realizing  in  practice 
the  design  of  the  Institution,  that,  namely,  of  im¬ 
proving  the  character  and  qualification  of  Nurses  by 
professional  training,  combined  with  the  best  moral  and 
religious  principles  and  habits,  under  the  direction  of  a 
clergyman,  aided  by  the  influence  and  example  of  a  Lady 
Superintendent  and  other  resident  sisters. 

The  Council  consists  of  the  same  Members  as  in  June 
last,  with  the  addition  of  one  member,  J.  W.  Smith,  Esq. 
who  has  been  elected  to  complete  the  full  number  of 
twenty-four. 

The  Lev.  J.  W.  Twist  has  continued  to  the  present 
time  his  zealous  and  valuable  services  in  behalf  of  the 
Institution.  He  is  now,  however,  about  to  resign  his 
office,  and  the  Rev.  P.  Maitland  having  been  elected  in 
his  stead,  and  having  been  approved  by  the  President, 
will  enter  upon  the  duties  of  Master  from  this  date. 
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The  Lady  Superintendent,  and  one  of  the  two  Sisters 
who  were  reported  as  resident  in  June  last,  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 
Charity,  with  excellent  judgment,  and  with  the  most  un¬ 
remitting  attention. 

One  of  the  two  Sisters  referred  to  in  the  last  Report 
quitted  the  Institution  shortly  afterwards  ;  and,  no  other 
Sister  having  since  been  admitted  into  permanent  resi¬ 
dence,  there  are  now  two  vacancies  which  the  Lady 
Superintendent  hopes  may  shortly  be  filled  up,  several 
ladies  having  expressed  themselves  as  desirous  of  admis¬ 
sion,  though,  from  various  causes,  no  one  has  actually 
been  able  to  come  into  residence. 

There  are  four  non-resident  Sisters  on  the  Establish¬ 
ment,  who  have  given  very  valuable  assistance  as  occasion 
has  required,  not  only  in  the  work  of  the  house,  but 
also  in  the  incidental  duty  of  visiting  the  poor  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

The  Sisters  have  contributed  from  their  own  resources, 
aided  by  the  Poor-box,  sufficient  to  supply  medicines  and 
other  necessaries  and  comforts  for  the  sick.  Twenty  or 
thirty  families  have  been  visited  daily,  under  the  direction 
of  the  clergy  of  the  district,  and  soup  has  been  distri¬ 
buted  daily  to  many  deserving  persons  requiring  aid 
either  from  want  of  employment,  or  from  sickness. 

Under  the  same  direction  of  the  parochial  clergy, 
books  are  provided  and  lent  to  read,  and  advice  and 
consolation  are  given  as  cases  requiring  it  occur ;  and  on 
every  Sunday,  assistance  is  given  from  the  Institution  in 
teaching  at  the  Schools. 

The  benefits  derived  to  the  poor  of  this  neighbourhood, 
by  the  kind  offices  of  the  Sisters,  appear  to  have  been

very  sensibly  felt  and  generally  acknowledged,  more 
especially  by  the  late  Incumbent  of  the  District,  the 
Rev.  William  Cooke.  It  may  be  added,  as  a  circum- 
stance  indicating  the  general  esteem  and  confidence  with 
which  the  Institution  is  regarded,  that  the  sums  con¬ 
tributed  during  the  Winter  to  the  Poor-box,  for  distri¬ 
bution  by  the  Sisters,  amounted  to  from  21.  to  3/.  every 
month. 

The  number  of  Probationers  has  been  increased  since 
the  last  Report  from  four  to  six,  being  the  full  number 
proposed  to  be  received  at  present.  None  of  these  have 
been  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the  Establishment. 
They  are  young  women,  for  the  most  part  between  twenty 
and  thirty  years  of  age,  likely  to  become  trustworthy  and 
efficient  Nurses  by  the  training  of  a  few  months.  Fourteen 
have  entered  since  the  15th  of  June  last,  and  seven  of 
them  have  been  admitted  as  Nurses,  of  whom  six  now 
belong  to  the  Establishment. 

The  Nurses  who  have  been  upon  the  Establishment 
at  different  times  from  June  15th,  1849,  to  March  31st, 
1850,  are  eighteen  in  number.  Of  these  eighteen  one 
remained  a  very  short  time ;  so  that  seventeen  only  have 
been  serviceable.  There  were  at  the  same  date  ten 
Nurses  on  the  Establishment,  and  ten  vacancies. 

The  total  number  of  sick  persons  to  whom  Nurses 
have  been  sent  during  the  above-named  period  is  seventy- 
three.  In  most  of  these  cases  great  satisfaction  has 
been  expressed  with  their  conduct,  as  well  as  much  gra¬ 
titude  for  the  comfort  and  relief  afforded. 

The  Council  regret  much  having  occasion  to  notice  an 
attempt  which  has  been  lately  made  to  disturb  them 
in  the  occupation  of  the  house  in  Eitzroy  Square,  for 
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which  purpose  an  action  has  been  brought.  The  opinion, 
however,  of  eminent  lawyers  consulted  by  the  Council 
promises  a  favourable  issue  to  the  trial. 

The  Council  have  prepared,  and  now  submit  to  the 
Meeting,  a  continuation  of  the  accounts  reported  on  the 
15th  of  June  last,  showing  the  Balance  in  favour  of 
the  Institution  to  have  been  on  the  31st  of  March  last, 
704/.  2s.  2d.  This  Balance  consists  of  500/.  invested  in 
Exchequer  Bills,  and  Cash  in  hand,  161/.  5 s.  6d.,  exclu¬ 
sive  of  the  sum  of  11/.  8s.  6d.,  arising  from  gratuities 
to  the  Nurses.  This  sum  is  appropriated  to  a  Super¬ 
annuation  Eund,  as  after  mentioned. 

The  management  of  the  House  by  the  Lady  Super¬ 
intendent  has  been  very  praiseworthy.  A  strict  economy 
has  been  observed,  and  the  weekly  expenses  have 
not  amounted  to  so  much  as  9s.  a-head,  including  fire 
and  candles.  It  is  hoped  that  these  Expenses  will 
become  still  more  moderate  when  the  number  of  resident 
inmates  shall  be  completed. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Master  and  Lady  Super¬ 
intendent,  the  Council  have  entered  into  a  very  accurate 
and  detailed  examination  of  the  working  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  since  the  opening,  and  they  find  themselves  obliged 
to  conclude,  from  their  past  experience,  that  the  present 
yearly  subscriptions  are  insufficient  for  maintaining  it 
upon  the  present  scale  of  efficiency,  by  the  sum  of  253/. 
or  thereabouts;  and  that  even  when  the  present  Vacan¬ 
cies  of  two  Sisters  and  ten  Nurses  shall  have  been  sup¬ 
plied,  (which,  it  is  hoped,  may  shortly  be  accomplished,) 
there  will  still  be  a  yearly  deficiency  of  1 7  3/.  or  there¬ 
abouts,  unless  additional  yearly  Subscriptions,  without 
the  Donations,  the  amount  of  which  cannot  be  depended 


upon,  can  be  secured.  The  detail  of  figures  upon  which 
this  conclusion  is  grounded,  may  be  seen  at  St.  John’s 
House  by  any  Governor  or  Subscriber  who  will  take 
the  trouble  to  investigate  them. 

The  Yearly  Subscriptions  have  increased  during  the 
last  year  from  220/.  to  330/.,  and  it  may  reasonably  be 
expected  that  such  increase  will  continue.  The  Council 
have  been  desirous  to  avoid  considering  Donations  as 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  current  expenses ;  but  it  is 
to  be  observed  that  in  the  practice  of  most  charities, 
more  especially  during  the  earlier  stages  of  their  progress, 
a  large  proportion  of  their  income  is  derived  from 
Donations  made  by  persons  who  wish  to  judge  from 
year  to  year  of  the  merits  of  the  Institutions  which  they 
support,  without  binding  themselves  to  any  future  con¬ 
tinuance  of  their  patronage  as  Annual  Subscribers ;  and 
therefore,  for  the  present,  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  Dona¬ 
tions  will  have  to  be  employed  as  Revenue. 

The  Council  have  opened  a  Fund  for  Pensions  and 
Rewards  to  superannuated  and  deserving  Nurses.  This 
fund  originated  in  gratuities  offered  to  Nurses,  brought 
by  them,  according  to  the  Rules,  into  the  common  stock. 
At  present  it  amounts  only  to  the  sum  of  11/.  8s.  6<A, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  of  its  being  before  long  materially 
increased,  and  becoming,  ultimately,  a  valuable  bond  of 
union  and  pledge  for  good  conduct  on  the  part  of  our 
Nurses.  The  Council  invite  special  contributions  in  aid 
of  this  Pund. 

Having  digested  and  completed  Rules  and  Regulations 
which  appear  proper  and  convenient  for  the  government 
of  the  Institution,  and  having  obtained  for  them  the 
sanction  of  the  Right  Honourable  and  Right  Rev.  the 
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President,  the  Council  now  submit  them  to  this  Meeting 
for  their  adoption. 

In  conclusion,  the  Council  feel  that  there  are  many 
circumstances  of  hope  and  encouragement  for  them  to 
proceed.  They  find  that  the  Institution  has  in  this,  the 
first  year  of  its  actual  working,  manifested  a  decided 
character  of  inherent  vigour  and  self-dependence,  by 
creating  for  itself  seven-tenths  of  its  efficient  Nurses  ; 
that  is  to  say,  that  of  the  ten  at  present  on  the  books, 
seven  have  been  trained  and  formed  in  the  Institution 
itself. 

It  is  found  that  during  the  first  period  of  twenty-three 
weeks  which  followed  the  General  Meeting  of  1849,  the 
proportion  which  the  number  of  Nurses  engaged  on  duty 
bore  to  those  remaining  at  home,  was  as  one  and  a  half 
to  one ;  but,  in  the  second  period  of  twenty-two  weeks, 
there  was  a  very  material  improvement  in  this  respect, 
and  the  proportion  was,  two  engaged  on  duty  for  one  at 
at  home. 

The  growing  favour  and  confidence  also  which  is  to 
be  perceived,  as  well  amongst  those  members  of  the 
Medical  Profession,  as  amongst  the  private  families,  to 
whom  the  Institution  has  become  known,  form  a  ground 
for  gratitude  in  respect  of  the  past,  as  well  as  of  hope 
for  the  future.
